WARLIKE PREPARATIONS, 


LONDON, January 6.—The Daily Telegraph 


vouches for the trustworthiness of the com- 
munication dated at Koenigsberg, December 
$1, asserting that the distribution of the Rus- 
sian army shows a striking convergence to- 
wards the western portion of the Empire, and 
tbat Russia's effective forces are being in- 
ereased in far greater proportions than can 
be justified by the object of filling up 
vacancies left by the late Russo-Turkish war. 
Within the past few weeks a strong force has 
already quartered in the Western provinves. 
It has been increased by four divisions of in- 
fantry and one cavalry. This raises the force 


along the Western frontier to  near- 
ly one-half of the entire Rus- 
sianarmy ona peace footing. Exteusive 


measureqof reorganization and improvement 
in all departments of the service are being 
pushed forward. The greatest activity also 
prevalis in increasing tbe means of commu-

The Atlantic and Great Western 
Purchased for Six Million Dollars. 


AKRON, O., January 6.—The Atlantic and 
Great Western Railroad was sold at noon to- 
day by Gen. J. H. Devereaux, of Cleveland, 
Special Master Commissioner, under foreclos- 
ure proceedings in Summit county,of the Court 
of Common Pleas and similar courts in 
Pennsylvania and New York.

If it will last twentv-two days without de- 
terioration or loss there scems to be no reason 
why it should not last twenty-two years or an 
ace. So far as the experimentghas gone it is 
literally indestructible. Mr. Edison consid- 
ers this features of his invention as perfected, 
and, as is well known, it was the one over 
which he has spent the mosttime and which 
the world considered unattainable. It is 
about the size of a fuse, and resembles 
one somewbrt, being flatter and of no appre- 
ciable thickness. Once placed in the globe 
and connected by the wire which conveys to it 
the electric current, it is apparently safe for 
all time, so long as the globe remains unkroken 
andthe vacuum perfect. Edison’s estimate 
is that the lamp—I suppose—that is the best 
name for it—ready for attachment to the feed - 
ing or main wire, will cost not more than 
twenty-five cents. Itis, therefore, cheaper 
than the commonest gas-burner and globe. 
The next point to be settled is the cost of the 
electricity. Mr. Edison says that the best he 
has been able to do is to sustain eight lights to 
one horse-power. Thatis, one horse-power 
will manufacture, by friction, enough elec- 
tricity to maintain in the fullest degree of in- 
candescence eight burners. He hopes to be 
able to do a little better than this, as there is 
an estimated loss of between twenty and 
thirty per cent of the former. 

The cost of maintaining one-horse power at 
Menlo Park he puts down at two cents. In 
other places, where coal costs less than here, 
this figure could be reduced; elsewhere it 
must, of course, be incresSed. At the rate of 
two cents an hour—the power being the only 
expense that need be considered, the addi- 
tional cost being the merest trifle—a burner 
giving the light of a five-foot gas burner would 
be one-fourth of a cent an hour. A thousand 
feet of gas will run two hundred five-foot 
burners an hour, and costs in Washington $2. 
This would be one cent an hour for each 
burner. Soit will be seen that, if these fig- 
ures are correct, Edison’s light will cost only 
one-fourth as much as the cheapest gas. 

Here in New Vork. however, I have been 
surprised to learn how great has been the re- 
duction in the price of gas. The Western 
Union offices are paying now only seventy- 
five cents a thousand, which is, I suppose,the 
lowest price it is soldfor. The difference, 
therefore, between the electric light aud gas- 
light in New York would be very slight. Next, 
as to the character of the light, and here there 
can be no question that the advan tage is alto- 
gether with Edison. The electric lamp is a 
steady glow. There is no combustion or ap- 
pearance of it. It is the flash of a thousand 
diamond facets perpetuated. It is in nosense 
dazzling to the eve, however. You can stare 
at it and feel no weariness of the vision. It is 
the highest form or illumination known. There 
is no flicker, subsidence or increase. It cannot 
be turned down orup. There is nothing be- 
tween itand darkness. It consumes noair and, 
of course, does not vitiate any. It has no odor 
or color. It is simply light. One can turn 
it off or on as easily as a 
gas-burner—the important advantage being 
that no matches are needed. | 

Mr. Edison bas received a number of ap- 
plications for the right to use his invention in 
Washington, but over this, he informed me, 
he had no control. It is the property of a 
company formed in New York, of which Dr. 
Norvin Green, of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, is president. This company 
Is a joint stock organization, with $300,000 
capital, and has furnished Edison with all 
the money he has neeaed to prosecute and 
perfect his experiments. The par value of 
each share is $100, and a month ago they 
were offered for $150. I saw a man to-day 
who was offered twenty shares last week for 
2, 800. To-day it was sold for 5,500, and 
that probably will be in a short time quoted as 
ridiculously low. 

It is estimated that four hundred millions 
are invested in gas stocks in the United States 
alone, and if Edison’s invention knocks off 
even ten per centof their value, there will be 
a clear loss of forty millions. There are per- 
sons who insist that the lowest value of one 
share of the Edison stock is the sum of forty 
millions divided by three thousand—which 
would be about $14,000—a pretty good pro- 
fit on an investment of $100, The introduc- 
tion of the electric light to houses and stores, 
let me say in conclusion, will be comparative- 
ly of no exyense. Edison has invented a bug, 
which, being attached to the illuminating 
wire, will crawl right through the gas pipes, and 
thread them as a woman threads her needle. 
This seems like a stupid hoax, but it isn’t—it 
isafect. The bugis un iron or steel one, and 
travels by electricity. S. II. 
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Women Voters in Kansas. 


One seesin Kansas many new and un- 
familiar sights, but none more interesting 
than that of ladies voting. They have the 
privilege of voting in all matters pertaining to 
schools. As fas as observation goes, the la- 
dies have minds of their own. They neither 
vote for the bandsomest men nor the ones 
their husbands tell them to vote for unless 
the candidate is, in their opinion, the proper 
one. Their votes cannot be bought. They 
are universally on the side of morality and 
temperance; hence the workers in the tem 
perance cause are warm advocates of equal 
suffrage. Election days pass quietly. If there 
is any drinking or fighting done, it is not at 
the polls. Everything is orderiy there, not- 
withstanding contrary reports circulated by 
anti-suffragists in the Kastern States. Candi- 
dates keep carriages running for the accom- 
modation of ladies, but à great many walk up 
and deposit their votes. As the result, so far, 
has been very satisfactory, even to the men 
(the brutes), it will probably be but a short 
time until equal suffrage is granted. The 
men show their gallantry and faith in the 
ability of the ladies by appointing them to 
ollice. The enrolling clerks of the Legisla- 
tume are ladies, alsoa large proportion of 
Cotinty Superintendents, who, in every in- 
stance, discharge their duties in a manner 
that gives universal satisfaction.— [Milwaukee 
Journal of Commerce. 
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A Senatorial Feud. 
[Washington Correspondence ofthe N. X. World.) 
It is not generally known that Senator Mor- 
gan and the late Senator Houston, of Ala- 
bama, were not on speaking terms. The dif- 
ference grew out of Mr. Houston’s opposi- 
tion to Mr. Morgan’s election as United States 
Senator nearly three years ago. The two 
gentiemem had always maintained the most 
friendly relations for many years before that, 
and during Mr. Houston's candidacy for 
Governor of Alabama Mr. Mergan made an 
extended tour of the State making speeches 
and earnestly advocating Governor Houston’s 
eléction. It was but natural 
the ſore that Mr. Morgan should have expect- 
ed reciprocal support from Governor Hous- 
ton when the former became a candidate for 
election as Senator. But Gov. Houston, with 
that stubbornness which passed for firmness 
in bis character and which made him at times 
seem eccentric, opposed Mr. Morgan’s election 
upon alleged grounds that need not now be 
mentioned, since the Legislature of Alabama 
promptly vindicated Mr. Morgan by giving 
bim more than the aecéssary two-thirds vote.

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DRUNK IN THE PULPIT. 


English Vicar Cha by His Bish- 
* op With Intoxication. 
From the London Dally Telegraph. } 

In tbe Arches Court, before Lord Penzance, 
gt Lambeth Palace, on December 13, the case 
of Day against the Rev. C. Miller, a charge 
of drunkenness, was heard. It was promoted 
by the Bishop of St. Albans against the Rev. 
Charles Miller, the Vicar of Harlow, Essex. 
Dr. Swabey 3 for the Bishop of St. 
Albans. The defendant appeared in person. 
Dr. Swabey, in opening the case, said the 
matter was in substance a. proceediny of the 
Bishop of St. Albans, undertaken by him with 
the greatest dislike. Mr. Miller had been 
nearly forty years incumbent of Harlow, in 
Essex, with benefit to the purish and 
credit to himself, but recently he had 
contracted what appeared to be 
a babit of drinking, or drinking more at his 
time of life than it was said he could properly 
drink, and the result had been that for some 
time past he had conducted the Sunday after- 
noon services from Christmas Day last, as the 
evidence would show, under the influence of 
drink. At those services Mr. Miller bad mis- 
read the psalme, read the wrong lessons, and 
evidently did not know where to find them, 
and mixed up one with another; and then the 
style of sermon, and the way in which he per- 
formed the ceremony of baptism, had caused 
great scandal and mischief in the afternoon 
services of the church. 

It was said that Mr. Miller was upward of 
eighty years of age, and that that might ac- 
count for some ofthe things which had taken 
place; but he should call his Lordship’s atten- 
tion to this fact, that there was a n.arked dif- 
ference between the morning services and 
those in the afternoon, Mr. Miller regularly 
taking mere than four glasses of vort wine at 
one of the church warden’s houses between 
the seryices. Mr. Miller said that, as hedid 
not go to lunch, he drank this port wine, 
which he had been inthe habit of doing for 
years. But what it might have been Mr. 
Miller's habit to do ten or fifteen years ago 
without injury might produce results 
very different at his advanced age. Mr. 
Miller had been constantly warned about it, 
and had been told to amend his way, and take 
a less quantity of wine or none at all at that 
time of day, but to no purpose. Mr. Perry 
Watlington, a large land owner, who haa for 
wany years taken an active part in the ser- 
vices of the church and in reading the lessons, 
was enabled to.say What Mr. Miller was doing 
and what he failed to do; and, further, it was 
only right to say that Mr. Miller was in the 
habit of dining on Sunday evenings with Mr. 
Perry Watlington, and at that time the effect 
of this drink had passed away, and there 
was nothing noticeable at the dinner table. 
The habit of dining with Mr. Watling- 
ton continued up to June last,when Mr. Wat- 
lington was obliged in the interests of the par- 
ish to make a representation tothe Bishop of 
St. Albans, Which ended in these proceed- 
inves. The matters complained’ of were not 
owing tothe intirmity of age. In the course 
of the afternoon service Mr. Miller had had 
ovceasion to go into the vestry three or four 
limes, leaving the door partly open. The 
congregation Gould see What was going on, 
and this had led toseandal and levity iu the 
afternoon service. It did not occur in the 
morning service. It Wasa painful position for

Mr. Miller was 
never married: he had resided witha single 
sister, Who was now dead. Whtness had lived 
on the terms ofthe greatest friendship and 
intimacy with Miller, who had dined with him 
on sunday evening after the service for more 
than twenty years. Mr. Miller would also 
‘take luncheon with him twice or thrice a 
week, and witness had observed that he ocee- 
sionally took too much wine, Which made him 
sleep, perhaps, for an hour. 

Lord Penzance—Thatis not a remarkable 
thing, is it, for a man of his vear<? 

Witness—No: I do not think so. 

By Dr. Swabey—Ilad that any effect upon 
his speech? He would be confused. but that 
might arise from sleepiness. Mr. Miller has 
told me that he made a practice of going to 
Mr. Chaplin’s, the other churchwarden, for 
the purpose of taking port wine between 
the morning and afternoon service; aud 
when I remonstrated with him Mr. Miller 
used to say. always dé take port wine; it 
does me good, and I know when te stop, and 
that is very important.“ I desired him to 
give up going to Mr. Chaplin’s; but he re- 
plied that be always did and always should 
go. Mr. Miller conducted the morning ser- 
vice with great vigor and propriety. but occa- 
sionally made mistakes which an old man 
would make, such as omitting certain things. 
But this was quite different from the mistakes 


Which be made im the = afternmpon service. 
Lord VPenzance—Describe the mistakes 
Which he made in the morning. 
Witness—He would someiimmes lose his 


place and omit some portions of the Litany. 
He would give out the wrong names of the 
parties to be marned,,. and he would read 
wrong collects. In the afternooa he would, 
ut the beginning of the sermon, repeat the 
Lord’s Prayer a second time with wouderful 
fervor. He would lose himself in the middie 
of his sermon, and try to finish it in his own 
way, but he utterly broke down. Mr. Miller 
had gone out as many as five times during the 
afternoon service. and had kept the congrega- 
tion waiting; and he had had to be told fre- 
quently what part of the service had been gone 
througb. This sort of thing had gone on from 
(Christmas last, and at last many of the choir 
and eongregation ceased to attend. The effect 
of Mr. Miller's conduct onthe bovs of the 
choir was very objectionable. This sort 
thing never occurred in the morning service. 
Mr. Miller's sermons in the afternoon were 
quite incomprehensible and utter nonsense, 

Lord Penzance was proeeeding to deliver 
judgment, and stating thatit was impossible 
to doubt, from the evidence given, that Mr. 
Miller had misconducted the afternoon ser- 
Vices, when Mr. Miller rose, and energetically 
protested that he was not guilty of the charge: 
und this continuing. Lord Penzance ordered 
mim to be removed from the court. Mr. 
Miller walked away with his friends, protest- 
ing. ö 

Lord Penzance then delivered judgment. 
Hesaid: **This is a very painful case. It is 
impossible to doubt that this gentleman has 
conducted the afternoon: services in the 
ebureh during the last year in a way to cause 
ereat scandal; and | think it is also made out 
with suflicient clearness that the cause of 
his conduct has been the taking of certain 
quantities of wine in the middle of the day, 
and probably the effect of his so doing has

| : : 
Pelicemen Who Patrol the Werst Be 


in St. Louis. 


A Comparison Between Rowdyism Now 
and Formerly. 


While in the Chestnut Street Station§Sergt. 
Frank Watkins remarked to a reporter thatthe 
turbulent portions of the precinct were ex- 
tremely quiet just now. To learn something 
about the dangerous localities in St. 
Louis, the reporter asked, Where 
are these portions situated?“ 

„The only hard localities in town now are 
situated in this andthe Third District. Al- 
mond street, from Maine to Fourth» and 
Poplar street, from the Levee to Fourth, are 
the hardest streets in this precinct. Almond 


street, from Third to Fourth, is inhabited by 


negroes principally. The whole district be- 
tween the Levee and Sixth and Walnut and 
Cerre is pretty thickly seftled with disorder- 
ly houses. Sixth street, from Walnut to 
Cerre, is lined with disreputable houses. Of 
course, there area great many respectable 
property-holders in this district.“ 

„Have things mended of late in this por- 
tion?“ 

Mes, indeed; even the worst localities are 
not anything like what they were some 
years ago. About ten years ago 
there stood a large house on the east side of 
Fourth, between Almond and Poplar, a most 
disreputable dive. The place was kept by two 
men named Hardiag and Smith. All the no- 
torious thieves in the country resorted to tkis 
place when in the city those days. It was a 
dance house, and up stairsa Spanish monte 
game was dealt.

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MORE COAL TROUBLES. 


The Coal Miners Demand an Increase to 


Four Cents a Bushel. 


Meeting of the Delegates of the Lodges 
in East St. Louis To-day. 


On account of the mildvess ot the weather, 
which necessitates a small demand for coal, 
the price of this fuel remains unchanged a, 
far as the dealers are concerned, notwith. 
standing the strike of the miners across the 
river and the scarcity of the article. But 
little demand is made for coal by 
families, and contracts. between dea). 
ers and heavy consumers are being 
filled at old prices. A few scalpers took ad- 
vantage of the reported strike yesterday, ex. 
aggerated the rumor by predicting a ca 
famine and sent the price from twelve to 
eighteen cents per bushel, but found few buy- 
erx excited enough to accept their terms. The 
different lodges in the Belleville district hejg 
meetings yesterday and uppointed delegates 
with inst: uctions to govern their actions to 
meet this afternoon at East St. Lonis, 
and until tbev make a decision nothing defip. 
ite relative to the strike can be obtained. 
The meetings have been held in private, and 
great care has been taken to shield their de. 
liberations from the public. The employers 


are ignorant of the demands of the miners, ' 


and can give nothing definite as to what they 
will do, until they have been officially inform- 
ed of the result of the meeting this afternoon, 
It is reported that the men want an increase 
from 31-2 te 4 cents per bushel, which, 
judging from interviews with city dealers, will 
be reluctantly granted. 
TO-DAY’S MEETLNG OF DELEGATES. 

A meeting of the delegates of the eoal- 
miners’ lodges of the Belleville District was 
beld to-day at Traubel’s Hall, East St. Louis, 
The twenty-six lodges in the district were 
each represented by a delegate who was in- 
structed by the lodge as to his actions on the 
questions that came before the meeting. 

The President, Mr. Sowman, at the request 
of « Post-D1sPaTCH reporter, placed the 
matter of his admission tothe lodge before the 
meeting, but it was defeated by a vote. 
When it became evident that the delegates 
were determined to keep their deliberations 
secret. Mr.Sowman was questioned in re- 
gaurd to the outlook of the agitation. He said 
if the price of the oil had not been increased 
twenty cents per gallon and that of the pow- 
der one dollar this agitation would never have 
been.

THE VALUE OF A HUSBAND. 


The Damages Allowed a Widow for the 


Loss of Her Consort. 
The Court of Appeals to-day aflirmed the 


judgment iu the suit of Besenecker vs. Sale. 


It is on action for the recovery of damages en- 
suing from the act of the defendant in killing 
one Buchholz, former husband of the plaintiff, 
who is now Mary Besenecker. The defendant 


and Buchholz had an altercation, which 
resulted in the defendant stabbing 


- Buchholz in the region of the 


heart. Buchbolz afterwards became well 
enough to go out, and. having prosecuted tue 
defendant criminally, came to St. Louis to at- 
tend the trial. After getting down from his 
wagon and walking a short distance he fell 
dead inthe. street. It appeared on the au- 
topsy that the covering of the heart had been 
wounded, as by some sharp instrument, and 
the testimony tended to show that the wound 
bad produced death. The answer set up that 
the defendant was repelling the at- 
tack of Buchholz and acted only 
in self-defense. There was a 
verdict for plaintiff for $600. It is claimed 
that the instructions given were erroneous. 
The present is a civil damage case, and no 
good reason exists why trial 
courts in cases of this kind 
should hesitate, on account of the homicide, 
to apply the ordinary tests by which it is de- 
termined whether there is any evidence to 
support the instructions. If any mistake was 
made it was in assuming tnat there 
was evidence tending to sup- 
port instructions based upon 
the hypothesis that the act of the defendant 
was justifiable, and. therefore, not wrong- 
ful. There wasadirect conflict in the evi- 
dence, but, taking that most favorable to the 
defendant, it may be duubted whether any 
tended to prove that in stabbing Buchholz de- 
fendant acted in self-defense. Buchholz, ac- 
cording to eyidence, provoked the difficulty, 
but was not supplied with a deadly weapon. 
The decisive point was, of course, not what 
the defendant believed, but what belief and 
what action on his part the surrounding cit- 
cumstances warranted. : 

In giving an instruction as to damages 
which followed the statute and applied its 


terms to the facts of this case, and in refusing 
the defendant’s instruction tothe effect that 
the jury must be confined to the damages in- 
curred by the loss of the husband as — — 
of the wife, and must not include menta 
fering or grief occasioned by the loss, the 
court did noterr. The judgment of the low- 
er court is therefore affirmed.

ST. LOUIS AND YANKTON. 


Suggestion of Direct Railroad Connee- 
tion Between the Two 
Cities. 


A Letter on the Subject From Mr. New- 
ton Edmunds, of Dakota. 


Below will be found a letter to a well- 
known commission firm here from Mr. Ed- 
munds, a banker at Yankton, Dakota, on the 
subject of direct railroad connection between 


Yankton and St. Louis: 
YANKTON, Da., December 29, 1879, 

Mesers. Nanson, Bartholow & Co.: 

GENTLEMEN :—Throughaletter from Capt. 
Grant Marsh, I write you relative to a direct 
railroad connection with St. Louis. * * * 

The Atchison and Nebraska Railroad, com- 
pleted and running to Lincoln, Nebraska, if ex- 
tended northward to Columbus and Yankton, 
would furnish the desired connection. I am 
advised that the line could get aid through 
counties north of Columbus to the Missouri 
River to the extent of $150,000. Distance 90 
miles. The country through which the line 
would pass is equal to any to be found 
west of the Missouri in an _ agricul- 
tural point of view and now bas 
quite large and prosperous settlements. I feel 
confident it would pay the merchants of your 
city city well to look into this project. In 
constructing this line to Yankton it would give 
your people and the people along the line of 
road direct connection with Milwaukee via the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway, 
which will be compleied to this city by July 
next. Over this line of road we are seventy- 
five miles nearer Milwaukee than Chicago, and 
the line is under one management all the dis- 
tanee. Shall be pleased to see you, or hear 
from you or any of your citizens upon this 
subject, aud hope something will come of it in 
the near future.

This letter will no doubt be interesting to 
the merchants of St. Louis, as the country into 
which the proposed railroad is to run is arich 
and rapidly growingone. Dakota Territory, 
of which Yanktonis the capital aud me- 
tropolis, is an immense region into 
which there is pouring a tremendous tide of 
immigration. It has an area of 150,000 square 
miles, or about 90,000,000 acres, and is large 
enough for three ordinary States. It is rich 
in soil as well as minerals and has a climate 
remarkably mild for a country so far 
north. There is to-day.more life and energy 
in Dakota Territory than in any other State or 
territory west of the Mississippi. Yankton 


county, in Which the town of Yankton is situ- | 
ated, is one of the oldest in the territory, and | 


has a population of about 14,000 and property 
assessed at $1,398,000. The rate of taXxa- 
tion is only 16 mills und 
there 18 plenty of money in 
the county treasury. It is not surprising, then, 
that things up there should be in a prosper- 
ous condition. The city*of Yankton has a 
population of 6,000, and the business done 
there is immense. St. Louis has had some 
trade there through the steamboats, but rail- 
road connection with Chicago has avout 
destroyed this; If St. Louis wishes to reap

THE PENITENTIARY. 


A Good Report From Warden Wills. 

The POstT-DISPATCH is in receipt of the an- 
nualreport of J. R. Willis, Warden of the 
Missouri Penitentiary. Among the interest- 
ing facts given are the following: 

Prisoners remaining December 31, 
1,204; received during 1879, 574; total, 1,888. 
Of these 15 were released by expiration of 
sentence, 26 pardoned by the Governor, 45s 
released under the three-fourths rule, 44 re- 
leased by act of Congress, escaped 17, died 
28; remaining in prison, 1.273. The 
mortality for the vear Was 
remarkably light, showing that the convicts 
have been well fed and well treated generally. 
The tinancial statement is very gratifying. 
Total receipts $108,160 28. Total expenses 
789. 315 86. Excess of receipts over expenses 
S 18.844 42. There was work done tothe amount 
of 9,189 GO for which no pay was received. 
The receipts,amounting to 5108, 10, 28, are the 
proceeds of convict labor, showing that 
the Penitentiary bas been admirfbly man- 
aged. Infact, its management is entirely 
above all criticism,and deserving of all praise. 
Warden Willis has proved himself to be the 
right man in the richt place.

The Li tion Caused by Extending 

Ninth Street— The Court of Appeals 
Rules that it May be Opened. 


This morning the Court of Appeals rendered 
the following decision in the case of the city 
against Adolph Meyer. This was a proceeding 


in the Circuit Court by the City Counselor of 
the city of St. Louis to cause Ninth street, in 
that city, to be opened north and south as a 
public highway between certain poiuts men- 
tioned: 

The summons were issued and the defendant 
served. Thecourt appointed commissioners 
whose report was approved by the Municipal 
Assembly. A. Meyer and his son, E. D. 
Meyer, appeared and filed separate excep- 
tions to the report of the commissioners. A 
trial was bad on these exceptions. The ex- 
ceptions were overruled and judgment of 
condemnation rendered. A. Mever alone took 
un appeal. Among other exvep- 
tions of Meyer were that the ordinance under 
which the proceedings were had was irregular 
and void; that the Municipal Assembly passed 
the ordinance without authority and in viola- 
tion of the city charter; thut Ninth street as 
established by the ordinance is a street run- 
ning north and south, and less than 500 feet 
to a street already opened, contrarv 
to the provisions of the city charter; and 
that no unanimous recommendation of the 
Loard of Public Improvements was ever sub- 
mitted in writing to the Assembly 
us required by the charter in 
extending streets already dvered. 

It is conceded that the street in question 
comes within the last pwoiot. The.ity char- 
ter provides the mode of proceeding in ex- 
tending a street by applying to the Circuit 
Court, whether by the unanimous reeommen- 
eation of the Board of Public Improvements or 
on petition of the owners of the major portien 
of the ground fronting on the proposed street, 
whenever it becomes necessary to appropriate 
private property for that purpose. 

The plaintiff submitted in evidence the 
journal of the House of Delegates, and also 
records from record book No. 1 ‘of the Board 
of Public Improvements, certified by the sec- 
retary of the board. From these it appeared 
that the recommendations of the board in 
writing were submitted to the Assembly, but 
the evidence did not show that the recom- 
mendations were unanimous, but presump— 


complied with. aud that it sufticed«to give 
jurisdiction to the Circuit Court. 

A further exception was that the Commis- 
sioners erred in not assessing benetits against 
the property of George and Catherine Kings- 


demned 


land, and that the ordinance establishes two 
streets with only one outlet to each, neither of 
which can be used as a publie highway. The 
Commissioners regarded Ninth street as dedi- 
cated through Kingsland's tract, and therefore 
assesscd no benefit against that property. The 
evidence shows that the Kingsland 
tracts togetber with other laud con- 
opens Ninth street from 
sremen avenue to Angelica street, and that 
there was no time limited in the Kingsland 
dedication within which it may be excepted. 
The conditions in substance are that the 
street shall be opened through that propeity 
without expense to Kingsland or his grantees. 
The Court of Appeals saw no error to Meyer's 
prejudice that warrants a reversal of the case, 
and the judgment ofthe lower court was 
therefore aflirmed.

Suit on a Merchant’s Account. 

The decision inthe suit of Stock agaiust 
Albert was reversed by the Court of Appeals 
It is a suit to recover a balance ona 
merchant’s account. The answer sets up a 
counter claim showing a balance inthe de— 
fendant’s favor. It appears that the plain- 
tiff, a miller, delivered tothe defendant, a 
commission merchant, flour for sale, and that 
there were various transactions between the 
two, Which form the basis of the charges 
und counter-charges. The jury founda ver— 
diet for the balance claimed by-the plaintiff, 
und found in favor of the defendant for $200 
on his counter-claim, and judgment was given 
the plaintiff for $1,620 22, this being the bal- 
ance, A motion for new trial being filed, the 
Court ordered that it be susiained unless the 
plaintiff remit $1,000, which he did, and 
judgment was finally given for $620 22. The de-

fendantcomplains that there is nog evidence 


to supportsome of the items which must have 


been allowed Sy the jury in order to make up 


their verdict even after the remission. Here 
the verdict as rendered was wrong, and was 
disapproved by the court. 
jury misapprehended the evidence, 
and SO the trial court decided, 
since it compelled a remission of more 
than half the amount of the verdiet. In 
cases of this kind the preferable course would 
be to set aside the verdict, as the power of 
compelling a remission is adapted only to ex- 
ceptional eases and should be sparingly used.

The St. Louis Chess Club—Its Organisa- 
tion—Roster of Prominent 
Chess Players. 


The St. Louis Chess Club is an organization 
that has beenin existence in this city for a 
number of years, and, as its name would in- 
dicate, was formed and its association main- 
tained forthe purpose of improvement and 
general practice inthe game of chess. The 
club was originally organized by a few devo- 
tees of the gameinthe year 1873, when the 
members were few. Since that time, how- 
ever, the membership has inereased, until now 
the list includes some fifty names, comprising 
not alone the best chess players but prominent 
business men who are more or less interested 
in the success of the club. The rooms of the 
association are connected with the Mercantile 
Library, immediately joining the general 
reading room of that institution, and the 
members of the chess organization are requir- 
ed to be members of the Library Association. 


The headquarters are opened every afternoon 
apd evening during the week, and a great 
many games are played between the “different 
members during the winter season. The off 
cers of the association for the present year are: 
President, Mr. D. F. Elliott; Vice-President, 
B. R. Foster; Secretary and Treasurer, F. B. 
Merrill. The initiation fee is only a small 
amount, as the expenses of maintaining the 
rooms and otber matters incidert to keeping 
up the organization are met by assessments 
on the members. While the game is kept up 
more’ or less during the year, every winter 
Witnesses a tourney in which all the better 
players of the club enter and compete for the 
challenge cup of the association. This is a 
beautifully constructed cup of appropriate 
design and finish, and is held by the winner 
at the tourney. A person holding the cup for 
two successive years is entitled to retain it. 
So far none of the members have been able to 
hold the prize more than a single vear, and as

That after the 
execution of the assignment to the deſendant 
the latter caused the firm to notify the B a 
tiff that the firm had failed, and intended to 
make an assignment. That the assets of the 
firm did not exceed $20,000, and that the un- 
secured debts exceeded $65,000. That the de- 
fendant held an incumbrance of $100,000 on all 
the firm’s mill property. and that the defend- 
ant would give plaintiff 30 cents on the dollar 
for his claim. The petition staes that the vlain- 
tiff, believing these statements delivered the 
notesifor $6,165 25 which he held and received 
1,849 58. The petition further alleges that 
the facts were not true as represented, and 
asks for judgment for $4,315 67 with interest. 
The ground of the action for deceit is not the 
urehase of the logs, but the deceit where- 
by loss occrued is in the representation caused 
to be made by the defendant, by which plain- 
tiff was induced to part with the note. ‘The 
court below found judgment against the 
plaintiff, and the judgment was affirmed by 
the Court of Appeals.
